Historic John Quincy Tankard 
Now On Permanent Display

A 252-year-old silver 
tankard commissioned by 
Col. John Quincy is now 
on permanent display at 
City Hall, giving the pub- 
lic the chance to see the 
only known artifact as- 
sociated with the man for 
whom the city of Quincy 
was named. 

The tankard is among 
the items on display in the 
first-floor museum space 
in the James R. McIntyre 
Government Center (Old 
City Hall) at 1305 Han- 
cock St. in Quincy Cen- 
ter. The museum space is 
open to the public during 
business hours and the 
city will offer tours of the 
building, along with the 
adjacent Hancock Cem- 
etery, starting later this 
spring. 

Mayor Thomas Koch 
announced the tankard 
would be on permanent 


display during a brief cere- 
mony the morning of March 
27. Koch presented a com- 
mendation to George Burke, 
the attorney who purchased 
the tankard during a 2001 
auction and has loaned it to 
the city, that morning. 

The tankard was made by 
Daniel Henchman, a notable 
Boston silversmith, in 1767. 
Col. John Quincy, a grand- 
father of Abigail Adams and 
great-grandfather of John 
Quincy Adams, gifted the 
tankard to then First Church 
of Christ in Braintree — now 
known as the United First 
Parish Church in Quincy 
Center. 

The church put the tan- 
kard up for sale at a 2001 
auction along with 12 other 
pieces of colonial silver to 
raise money for roof repairs.

Native American lead- 
ers on Monday night said 
potential burial grounds on 
Long Island need to be in- 
vestigated before the city of 
Boston undertakes any more 
construction on the island. 

The City Council’s envi- 
ronmental and public health 
committee met Monday to 
hear. testimony from the 
Native American officials. 
Ward 6 Councillor William 
Harris, the chairman of the 
committee, had sought their 
testimony as the city of 
Quincy continues to fight 
Boston’s effort to rebuild 
‘the- Long Island _ Bridge. 
The bridge would connect 
Long Island to Moon Island, 
which is accessible only via 
Squantum. 

The Native American of- 
ficials on Monday said they 
are neither for nor against 


Boston’s plan to rebuild the 
bridge and open a substance- 
abuse treatment center on 
Long Island. Rather, they 
said archeological sites, in- 
cluding burial grounds, need 
to be investigated before 
any more work begins on 
the island. 

Native Americans were 
interned on Long _ Island 
and other nearby islands in 
Boston Harbor, including 
Deer Island, from 1675 to 
1678 during King Philip’s 
War. Ken White, the chair- 
man -of the Chaubunagun- 
gamaug Nipmuck tribe, said 
unmarked burial grounds 
likely remain on Long Is- 
land and called for a full 
archeological survey of the 
island to find those graves.

Quincy Public Schools’ 
work in increasing gradu- 
ation rates and lowering 
the number of dropouts has 
caught the attention of the 
state Department of Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Ed- 
ucation (DESE) who will be 
sending a team for its first 
ever onsite “promising prac- 
tice” review where findings 


. could be used as a model for 


other districts to use to help 
improve their rates. 

The school committee on 
March 20 was informed of 
the upcoming DESE review. 


A letter to Quincy School 
Supt. Dr. Richard DeCris- 
tofaro from Robert Curtin, 
the DESE’s data and ac- 
countability associate com- 
missioner, explained that 
Quincy’s improvement of 
graduation and dropout 
rates over the past four years 
prompted the review. 

“The goal of the prom- 
ising practice review is to 
learn about the district sys- 
tems and practices that are 
likely contributing to the 
progress (of graduation and 
dropout rates) and to share 
this information with other 


districts that might be inter- 
ested in developing similar 
systems and practices to 
bring about improvement,” 
Curtin stated. “We look for- 
ward to learning about your 
district’s work.” 

The DESE_ noted that 
over the past four years, 
Quincy’s graduation and 
dropout rates for students 
with disabilities and eco- 
nomically disadvantaged 
students has improved. 
Also, the DESE pointed out 
that Quincy’s graduation 
rates over the same period 
are higher and the dropout 


rates lower than state aver- 


ages for English learners, 
students, 


Hispanic/Latino 
and students that are eco- 
nomically disadvantaged 
and have disabilities. Ad- 
ditionally, the dropout rate 
for African American/Black 
students is lower than the 
state average.

Discount Rain Barrels Available 


The Quincy Department 
of Public Works is again 
partnering with the Great 
American Rain Barrell Co. 
to offer residents the oppor- 
tunity to purchase rain bar- 
rels at a discount. 

Regular use of a rain bar- 
rel can pay for itself in one 
season. One tenth of an inch 
of rain on a°1,000 square 
foot roof ~ about 25 minutes 
of moderate’ rainfall — will 
fill a 60-gallon rain barrel. 
New England typically re- 
ceives 17 inches of rain dur- 
ing the growing season from 


May through September. 
This provides enough water 
to fill 170 rain barrels. At 
two cents a gallon, home- 
owners can expect to $204 
worth of water. 

Quincy chose to work 
with the Great American 
Rain Barrel Co., a local food 
importing company that has 
been repurposing shipping 
drums into Rain Barrels 
since 1988. Last year 30 
percent of Massachusetts’

Wi isinabed vehicle 
technology is evolving on 
a very public stage and, as 
a result, it is affecting how 
consumers feel about it,” 
said Mary Maguire, direc- 
tor of Public and Legisla- 
tive Affairs. “Having the 
opportunity to interact with 


partially or fully automated’ 


vehicle technology will help 
remove some of the mys- 
tery for consumers and open 
the door for greater accep- 
tance.” 

Experience seems to 
play a key role in impact- 
ing how drivers feel about 
automated vehicle technol- 
ogy. Many cars on the road 
today are equipped with 
advanced driver assistance 
systems (ADAS), which 
are considered the building 
blocks for fully self-driving 
vehicles. AAA’s recent sur- 
vey revealed that regular in- 
teraction with ADAS com- 
ponents like lane keeping 
assistance, adaptive cruise 
control, automatic emergen- 
cy braking and self-parking 
significantly improves con- 
sumer comfort level. On 
average, drivers who have 
one of these four ADAS 
technologies are about 68 


‘percent more likely to trust 


these features than drivers 
who don’t-have them. 
Even more promising, 


are receptive to the idea of 
automated vehicle technol- 
ogy in more limited appli- 
cations. About ‘half (53 per- 
cent) are comfortable with 
low-speed, short distance 
forms of transportation like 
people movers found at air- 
ports or theme parks while 
44 percent are comfortable 
with fully self-driving ve- 
hicles. for delivery of food 
or packages. 

However, once the pas- 
sengers become more per- 
sonal — in particular, trans- 
porting their loved ones 
— one in five remain com- 
fortable. 

“Despite fears still run- 
ning high, AAA’s study 
also shows that Americans 
are willing to, take baby 
steps. toward incorporat- 
ing this type of technology 
into their lives,” Maguire 
said. “Hands-on exposure 
in.more controlled, low-risk 
environments coupled with 
stronger education will play 
a key role in easing fears 
about self-driving cars.” 

Currently, more than half 
of Americans (55 percent) 
think that by 2029, most 
cars will have the ability t 
drive themselves, however, 
this timeline may be overly 
optimistic given the num- 
ber of vehicles already on 
the road today. Those who 


driving cars will arrive that 
soon, cite, reasons such as 


lack of trust, not ‘wanting to 
give up driving, the technol- 


‘ogy won’t be ready and that 


road conditions will not be 
good enoiigh to support the 
technology. 

While experts agree that 
a fully self-driving fleet is 
still decades away, it is likely 
that more highly automated 
vehicles will be on the roads 
in the coming years. The 
more drivers understand 
both the benefits and limita- 
tions of the technology that 
is currently available, AAA 
believes the more prepared 
and receptive they will be 
for the experience of riding 
in a fully automated vehicle 
when the time comes. 

To help educate consum- 


ers on the effectiveness of 


emerging vehicle technolo- 
gies, AAA is committed to 
conducting ongoing, unbi- 
ased testing of automated 
vehicle technologies as 
well as researching how re- 
lated emerging technologies 
can help reduce or prevent 
crashes.

If you’re a healthy older 
-adult looking for ways to 
decrease your risk of heart 
attack and stroke, previous- 
‘ly prescribed low-dose aspi- 
rin, may not be the answer. 

Low-dose aspirin is no 
longer recommended, as a 
preventative strategy for 
older adults who don’t have 
a high risk or existing heart 
disease, according to guide- 
lines. recently announced 
by the American College of 
Cardiology and the Ameri- 
can Heart Association. It 
has been a long-standing 
practice for doctors to rec- 
ommend aspirin in low dos- 
es as a solution to ward off 
heart attacks, strokes and 
-various other cardiovascular 
ailments. 

Low-dose aspirin ther- 
‘apy works by blocking the 
inflammation-triggering 
enzyme cyclooxygenase 


and reducing the develop- 
ment of blood’ clots. Aspi- 
rin is an antiplatelet drug, 
which means it prevents 
blood from clotting as eas- 
ily. Forming a blood clot is a 
critical function of the body, 
if you couldn’t from clots, 
you’d bleed out from small 
wounds, However, clots that 
form inside your blood ves- 
sels can block flow entirely, 
causing a heart attack when 
that blood fails to get back 
to your heart or a stroke if 
the clot cuts off blood to part 
of your brain. : 

In theory, preventing 
platelets from doing their 
job means aspirin should 
help decrease the risk of 
both of these problems. 
This remedy, however, may 
intensify the risk of hemor- 
rhagic stroke, which tran- 
spires when arteries that 
supply blood to the brain are 
ruptured. New guidelines, 
however, propose that aspi- 
rin should not be prescribed 


to most adults who are in 
good cardiovascular health 
and that the risk of internal 
bleeding frequently out- 
weighs the benefits. 

The American College of 
Cardiology and American 
Heart Association released 
the new guidelines on the 
heels of several studies 
conducted last year that re- 
vealed that daily low-dose 
aspirin, 100 milligrams or 
less, was not efficacious 
to older adults who do not 
have cardiovascular disease. 
Those results, published in 
three articles in The New 
England Journal of Medi- 
cine, astounded both physi- 
cians and patients who for 
years deemed that aspirin 
would prevent multitudes of 
heart-related illnesses. 

Last year, one study pub- 
lished in The New England 
Journal of Medicine found 
no benefits to taking aspi- 
rin in low-risk patients. An- 
other found that diabetics 


with cardiovascular disease 
could benefit from low-dose 
aspirin, but there was a risk 
of major bleeding. The third 
study found that heavier 
adults would need larger 
doses, suggesting that how 
much a person takes mat- 
ters. Those findings applied 
to people with no history of 
dementia, physical disabil- 
ity, heart attacks or strokes. 
Keep in mind that there is 
still much debate among ex- 
perts, and the data may not 
be definitive. 

Researchers point out 
that using aspirin in younger 


‘age groups is now con- 


sidered a class 2b recom- 
mendation, implying that it 
is not necessarily the best 
course of action. The au- 
thors of the new guidelines 
state that low-dose aspirin 
should not be routinely giv- 
en as a preventive measure 
to adults 70 years and older 
or to any adult who has an 
increased risk of bleeding.

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New Recommendations For Aspirin Use 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

If you’re a healthy older 
‘adult looking for ways to 
decrease your risk of heart 
attack and stroke, previous- 
ly prescribed low-dose aspi- 
rin, may not be the answer. 

Low-dose aspirin is no 
longer recommended, as a 
preventative strategy for 
older adults who don’t have 
a high risk or existing heart 
disease, according to guide- 
lines recently announced 
by the American College of 
Cardiology and the Ameri- 
can Heart Association. It 
has been a long-standing 
‘practice for doctors to rec- 
ommend aspirin in low dos- 
es as a solution to ward off 
‘heart attacks, strokes and 
-various other cardiovascular 

Low-dose aspirin ther- 
‘apy works by blocking the 
inflammation-triggering 
enzyme cyclooxygenase 


and reducing the develop- 
ment of blood’ clots, Aspi- 
rin is an antiplatelet drug, 
which means it prevents 
blood from clotting as eas- 
ily. Forming a blood clot is a 
critical function of the body, 
if you couldn’t from clots, 
you’d bleed out from small 
wounds. However, clots that 
form inside your blood ves- 
sels can block flow entirely, 
causing a heart attack when 
that blood fails to get back 
to your heart or a stroke if 
the clot cuts off blood to part 
of your brain. 

In. theory, preventing 
platelets from doing their 
job means aspirin should 
help decrease the risk of 
both of these problems. 

‘This remedy, however, may 
intensify the risk of hemor- 
rhagic stroke, which tran- 
spires when arteries that 
supply blood to the brain are 
ruptured. New guidelines, 
however, propose that aspi- 
rin should not be prescribed 


to most adults who are in 
good cardiovascular health 
and that the risk of internal 
bleeding frequently out- 
weighs the benefits. 

The American College of 
Cardiology and American 
Heart Association released 
the new guidelines on the 
heels of — several studies 
conducted last year that re- 
vealed that daily low-dose 
aspirin, 100 milligrams or 
less, was not efficacious 
to older adults who do not 
have cardiovascular disease. 
Those results, published in 
three articles in The New 
England Journal of Medi- 
cine, astounded both physi- 
cians and patients who for 
years deemed that aspirin 
would prevent multitudes of 
heart-related illnesses. 

Last year, one study pub- 
lished in The New England 
Journal of Medicine found 
no benefits. to taking aspi- 
rin in low-risk patients. An- 
other found that diabetics 


with cardiovascular disease 
could benefit from low-dose 
aspirin, but there was a risk 
of major bleeding. The third 
study found that heavier 
adults would need larger 
doses, suggesting that how 
much a person takes mat- 
ters. Those findings applied 
to people with no history of 
dementia, physical disabil- 
ity, heart attacks or strokes. 
Keep in mind that there is 
still much debate among ex- 
perts, and the data may not 
be definitive. 
Researchers point out 
that using aspirin in younger 


‘age groups is now con- 


sidered a class 2b recom- 
mendation, implying that it 
is not necessarily the best 
course of action. The au- 
thors of the new guidelines 
state that low-dose aspirin 
should not be routinely giv- 
en as a preventive measure 
to adults 70 years and older 
or to any adult who has an 
increased risk of bleeding.

risk for internal bleeding.

It is important to note 
that patients should consult 
their primary care doctor 
or cardiovascular physician 
before initiating or discon- 
tinuing the taking of aspirin. 
Patients should work closely 
with their healthcare provid- 
ers to establish their risk for 
bleeding. That threat rises as 
one ages or develops kidney 
disease, heart disease, dia- 
betes and high blood pres- 
sure.

a significant risk factor. ~~ 

Certain medications, 
such as nonsteroidal anti-in- 
flammatory drugs, steroidsy 
direct oral anticoagulants 
and. warfarin (Coumadin), 
a blood thinner, can also in- 
crease the chance of bleed- 
ing. Other risk factors for 


‘bleeding include gender, 


and co-morbidities such as 
alcoholism, gene 
polymorphism, and _ previ- 
ous stroke. 

As an alternative to daily 
low-dose aspirin, these new 
guidelines recommended 
numerous behavioral chang- 
es to ensure a healthy heart. 
These include sustaining a 
healthy weight, not smok- 
ing, participating in moder- 
ate activity for at least 150 
minutes a week and a diet 
that includes vegetables, 
fruits, nuts, whole grains 
and fish.

Ask Rusty - Increasing 
Your Social Security 
Benefit Amount

Dear Rusty: I turned 67 in September 2018. My benefit 
estimate is $1,478 a month if I claim benefits now. I work 


and will continue working as long as I can. My 35-year 
earnings period includes about 10 years of zeros when I was 


married (twice for about 5 years each). If I claim benefits 


now will my monthly amount go up if I continue to work? I 
read that the SSA recalculates each year and uses your high 
years. I make about $57k a year now and hopefully will con- 
tinue to’ do so. Does the SSA replace one of the zero years 
with the years I work after claiming benefits and raise my 
monthly benefit accordingly and how much? I truly appreci- 
ate your help with this as I would like to decide this month. 
I have read on SSA that if I don’t claim it will go up 8% but 
I also have read I could be drawing benefits and working 
too, and this would be a better financial situation. Signed: 
Working Senior 

Dear Working Senior: Yes, if you have 10 years of ze- 
ros in your 35-year earnings history, your more recent earn- 
ings each year will replace one of those zero years, if the 
earnings are what Social Security considers “substantial” 
(which your $57,000 income would be). Social Security 
gets your earnings information from the IRS as soon as your 
W-2 is available each year and makes any benefit adjust- 
ment necessary at that time (if you’re self-employed the ad- 
justment is made after you file your income taxes). When 
Social Security receives your income information each year, 
they will recompute your “average indexed monthly earn- 
ings” (AIME). with your revised 35-year earnings history 
(including one less zero year), adjust your “primary insur- 
ance amount” (or “PIA”), and increase your benefit accord- 
ingly. I can’t tell you how much of an increase it would be 
because I don’t have access to your lifetime earnings re- 
cords, but ot shouldn’t expect it to be a. major increase

be big. But if you continue to work With b iigaihat earnings 
your benefit will continue to increase over time and each 
increase you get will last for the rest of your life. 

You are correct that for each year you delay claiming 

benefits beyond your full retirement age of 66, you Il earn 
delayed retirement credits (DRCs) of 8%, up until you are 
70 when your benefit would be 32% higher than at your full 
retirement age. You’re earning those DRCs now at a rate of 
2/3rds of 1% each month after your FRA and will continue 
to earn them until you claim (but not after age 70). How- 
ever, if you are trying to compare the increase you will get 
by claiming benefits and continuing to work, versus the 8% 
per year increase you will get by delaying claim of your SS, 
please be aware that the 8% annual increase will be much 
more than any increase you'll get from working and replac- 
ing a zero year. And the fact is, if you continue to delay and 
also continue to work, you’ll still be improving your even- 
tual benefit from your earnings and you’ll still earn those 
delayed retirement credits until you are 70. In other words, 
you can do both.

Kelly Cobble, the park’s 
acting superintendent, said 
the delay ‘was. partially be- 
cause. of the 35-day partial 
shutdown of .the federal 
government that ended in 
January. 

“Things. ‘were delayed a 
little because of the shut- 


down,” she said. “It’s not 
all because of the shutdown, 
but the shutdown gave us 
the impetus for doing it.” 
The. National Park Ser- 
vice, Cobble explained, can 
only hire seasonal rangers 
for 4 six-month period per 
a long-standing regulation. 
Because of that rule, Cobble 
said the Adams National 
Historical Park planned to 
open from May 1 to Oct. 30 
this year, but delays caused 
by the shutdown pushed that 
window back two weeks. ’ 
Cobble noted most tour- 
ists come to the park during 
the ‘summer season when 
school is out of session. 
“The high concentra- 


‘tion of our seasons begins 


in June through the summer 
when most families are on 


vacation,” she said. 


The shutdown, she add- 
ed, did not cause any con- 
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cerns with items such as 
maintenance and renova- 
tions. 

“We were very lucky not 
to have a lot of snow during 
the shutdown,” Cobble said.

ment of Mental Health in 
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both support services and 
direct care before retiring in 
2013, I fully agree with the 
views expressed in the op- 
ed commentary by former 
US.

Federal Appeals Court Upholds Corliss Conviction 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A federal appeals court 
has upheld a former Quincey 
police lieutenant’s convic- 
tion on mail fraud and em- 
bezzlement charges. 

A federal jury in June 
2017 found Thomas Corliss 
guilty on ten counts of mail 
fraud and one count of em- 
bezzlement from an orga- 
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nization receiving federal- 
program benefits. Corliss 
had been accused of sub- 
mitting fraudulent overtime 


and detail timesheets, which - 


double counted the time he 
worked, during a six-month 
period in 2015. 

A three-judge panel of 
the U.S. Court of. Appeals 
for the First Circuit upheld 
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Quincy 


the conviction in a decision 
issued March 27. 

In their appeal, Corliss’s 
attornéys argued the trial 
court judge erred by pre- 
venting their client’s trial 
counsel from asking Quincy 
Police Capt. John Dougan 
if any other police officers 
faced disciplinary action 
for violations like those 


on. : 
00 oFF 


Corliss committed. The ap- 
peals court, however, said 
Corliss was not harmed by 
the trial judge’s decision to 
block that line of question- 
ing, because the argument 
had been addressed by other 
testimony during the trial. 
“So, limiting cross ex- 
amination did not stop the 
jury from hearing Corliss’s 
argument and the support- 


ing evidence,” the appeals - 


court stated. 

Corliss’s attorneys also 
said Dougan was improp- 
erly allowed to testify about 
the collective bargaining 
agreement between the city 
and its police officer. The 
appeals court said Corliss’s 
trial counsel objected to that 
line of questioning but did 
so without giving a specific 
reason for the objection. 
Further, the appeals court 
noted Corliss’s attorney had 


questioned Dougan about 
the collective bargaining 
agreement. 

“This line of question- 
ing, if it did not waive Corl- 
iss’s claim, opened the door 
to follow-up questions on 
re-direct on related provi- 
sions,” the panel wrote. 
“Therefore, no efror oc- 
curred.” 

Further, Corliss’s attor- 
neys said prosecutors com- 
mitted misconduct by show- 
ing pictures of government 
witnesses during closing 
arguments, even though the 
pictures had not been admit- 
ted into evidence. The trial 
judge ordered the prosecu- 
tor to take the pictures down 
and told the jury to disre- 
gard the images, but the 
pictures appeared later on in 
the same slideshow, the ap- 
pellate panel said. 

The appeals court, how- 


ever, said the display of 

those pictures does not war- 
rant a new trial. The panel 

noted the judge instructed 

the jury to disregard the pic- 

tures on three separate oc- 

casions, and said it was un- 
likely the pictures affected 

the outcome of the case. 

“Given the government’s’ 
powerful evidence of guilt, 
conviction would hardly 
have been avoided absent 
the witnesses’ pictures,” the 
court said. 

Corliss in September 
2017 was sentenced to one 
year and a day in federal 
prison, followed by a yearof 
supervised release. He was 
also ordered to pay $8,200 
in restitution to the City. 

Corliss retired from the 
Quincy Police Department 
shortly after his conviction 
and later had his pension re- 
voked,

O’Donnell Promotes Homestead Protection 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell reminds home- 
owners about the impor- 
tance of filing for Home- 
stead protection. 

Under § Massachusetts 
law, a Homestead recording 
provides limited protection 
against the forced sale of an 


individual’s primary .resi- 
dence to. satisfy unsecured 
debt up to $500,000. 

“For most people, their 
home is the most important 
financial asset they have,” 
O’Donnell said: “If you own 
a home, and:it is your pri- 
mary residence, one way to 
protect it is to file a Home- 
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stead. The Homestead law 
also allows for the filing of 
an Elderly Homestead ap- 
plication, which defines an 
elder as a person who is 62 
years of age or older. This 
protection can be increased 
if the elderly couple files 
jointly. 

“The Homestead law was 


significantly enhanced by 
an act of the Massachusetts 
Legislature back in 2011,” 
O’Donnell continued. “Lan- 
guage in the new law states 
a valid Homestead cannot 
be terminated when refi- 
nancing a mortgage. Other

Louis Malvesti, in a Jet- 
ter to the board, said the pro- 
posal would change the dy- 
namics of the neighborhood. 

“I feel the lot size of Mr. 
Laci’s property is too small,” 
said Malvesti, who lives 
next door on Centre Street, 
“This has always been a 
very quiet neighborhood.

I found.a baby bird! 

It’s that time of year, 
when we. often hear some 
one ask, “I’ve found a baby 
bird, what should I do?” 

More often than not, 
a baby bird found on the 
ground is just a fledgling, 
ready to learn to fly. Fledg- 
lings are typically fully 
feathered, with a short tail 
and wings. They are able to 
‘walk, hop and flap, and they 


may attempt short flights, 
but are still being cared for 
by the parents. Mom knows 
where he is, and she will lure 
him to fly to her, with lots of 
yummy bugs. It should be 
fine, and left alone. 

But, there are times, es- 
pecially after.a storm, when 
younger chicks have fallen 
out of the nest. The very 
best thing to do, is put-the 
chicks back into the nest, or 
high in a shrub or tree close 


to the nest as possible. 

Most birds do not have a 
great sense of smell. Mom 
will not care that you have 
handled the chicks for a 
short time. She will still care

ighting - my mom’s dad,” 

Cunniff said. “And fund- 
ising for this, I have come 

to realize...everyone kind of 

has personal connections to 
cancer whether it’s friends, 
family, work — whoever.” 

Cunniff said he first ap- 
plied to participate in this 
year’s bike ride last summer 
and began fundraising for 
it in September. He has al- 
ready surpassed his original 
goal of $6,000. 

“Originally my _ goal 
was $6,000. Recently I’ve 
passed that so at this point 
the sky is the limit,” he said. 
“ll just do as much as I 
can.” 

He recently held a fun- 
draiser at the Chantey in 
Marina Bay. Cunniff said 
the support he received that 
night was unbelievable. 

“T had a fundraiser the 

last week in February out 
in Marina Bay in the Chan- 
tey,” he said. “That was 
super-duper successful. It’s 
unbelievable how much 
people came out to support 
it. I think that day raised like 
$2,500 towards it. It was un- 
believable.” 

Cunniff plans to orga- 
nize additional fundraisers 
this spring.

“Staying active is really the 
main point of it.”

I’m 
definitely trying to get out as

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of train for the cold. Even in 
the summer it can get into 
the low 30s or 20s in the 
mountains in July,” Cunniff 
said. 

With spring _ starting, 
Cunniff began riding out- 
side several times a week. 
Those training days includ- 
ed 30-mile rides; he hoped 
to get a 100-mile ride in be- 
fore leaving for Baltimore. 

During the 10-week trek, 
Cunniff and his fellow bik- 
ers will ride up to 120 miles 
each day. Other days will 
have shorter rides with other 
activities mixed in. 


“The number that I’ve | 


heard is between 60 and 
120. There will be days 
when you just wake up and 
hop on the bike and go basi- 
cally all day,” Cunniff said. 
“Then there are other days 
where it will be a lighter day 
with 60 or 70 and then it’s 
more of a mission trip at that 
point, because those will be 
days with helping out at a 
service center. We’ll be do- 
ing something other than 
just going.” 

Cunniff has been to two 
of the states he will ride 
across previously — he drove 
through Maryland once 
while he was a student at 
Westfield State University, 
and he visited family mem- 
bers in Colorado, 

“I drove down to Myrtle 
Beach in college, so I drove 
through Maryland a bit and 
I went to Colorado because 
I have family that lives out 
there a couple years back. 
Other than that, no,” he said 
when asked if he had visited 
any of the states along the 
route. 

“It’s going to be a great 
way to see the country, I 
hope.” 

Cunniff met-a couple of 
his fellow riders at his Feb- 
ruary fundraiser. He looks 
forward to meeting the rest 
of the group when he travels 
in Baltimore in late May for 
orientation. 

“That’s one of the things 
I’m looking forward to a lot, 
just kind of everyone’s sto- 
ries,” he said. “I’ve met a 
couple at the fundraiser ear- 
lier in the winter, but other 
than that; all strangers.” 

Cunniff is friends with 
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“I’M ALREADY GRATEFUL for all the support that I’ve gotten around Quincy and from my friends and family,” says Danny 
Cunniff who is training to cycle 4,000 miles over 70 days this summer to raise money to support cancer victims and their families.

The male who initially opened the door told the officers 
the man from the basement is homeless and he allows him 
to stay in the basement during inclement weather.

Historic John Quincy Tankard On Permanent Display 


purchased the tankard for 
nearly $200,000, including 
commission paid to the auc- 
tion house. Burke has lent 
the item to the city and said 
he would leave it to the city 
in his will. 

Burke welcomed having 
the tankard on display for 
the public to see. 

“It means everything to 
me because I love this city. I 
give hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to this city and I 
do it because of the love I 
have,” he said. 

Koch said it was impor- 
tant to have the tankard on 
display, calling it the cen- 
terpiece of the exhibition 
space, because it is the only 
known item with any asso- 
ciation to Col. John Quincy. 

“This is huge,” the may- 
or said. “That really is prob- 
ably the biggest focus of 
the museum when you talk 
about Quincy and how it 
was named. 

“There is no picture of 
Col. John Quincy — no por- 


trait of Col. John Quincy. - 


There is no physical birth- 
place or anything that con- 
nects us to him, except for 
this tankard; so it really 
helps to tell the whole sto- 
ry.” 

Burke said he was in- 
spired to purchase the tan- 
kard at°the 2001 auction 
after reading a story on the 
looming sale by Henry Bo- 
- sworth, Jr., the late Quincy 
Sun publisher. 

“It told how 13 pieces 
of colonial silver were for 
sale by the church due to the 
fact they have to repair their 
roof. This is what Henry 
says, ‘he’s hoping that some 
citizen in Quincy might 
come forward and buy 
some of the silver,’” Burke 
recalled. “I said, ‘Henry, 
you’re pointing that right at 
me,’ when I read it.”

Burke still remembers 
the auction to this day. 

“T called Sotheby’s down 
in New York and I bid on 
a couple pieces of silver 
and the prices went out of 
sight,” he stated.-“‘So I said, 
‘the John Quincy tankard is 


coming up. Promise your- - 


self...you won’t drop out of 
the bidding.’ 

“Tt’s a good thing I prom- 
ised myself, because when it 
got over $100,000, I started 
sweating beads and when it 
got close to $200,000, I was 
dying of exhaustion.” 

Burke kept the tankard at 
his house after purchasing 
it at the auction and it was 
previously put on periodic 
display. It is now on display 
inside a permanent case 
with appropriate security 
measures. 

Burke has made a num- 
ber of donations to vari- 


ous groups in Quincy over 


the years. That includes 
nearly 200 scholarships to 
graduates of the city’s high 
schools who attend the 
University of Massachu- 
setts, where Burke starred

display inside the museum 
Space. The tankard, for ex- 
ample, is encased above 
maquettes of the John Han- 
cock and John Adams stat- 
ues dedicated last year in the 
Hancock-Adams Common. 

Among the other items 
on display is the trunk of 
the Merrymount cedar, a 
depiction of which features 
prominently in the city’s 
seal. The tree was toppled 
during the Portland Gale in 
1898 and had sat in storage 
for a number of years at the 
Quincy Historical Society, 
Koch said. 

Also on display are vari- 
ous items from Quincy’s 
granite quarries. Those 
items include tools — black- 
smith’s, pneumatic and Sco- 
tia hammers, a hand drill 
and point chisel — and gran- 
ite samples. 

The exhibition space also 
includes a city councillor’s 
desk from 1889 — the year 
Quincy’s first City Council 


convened — and an early 
20th century ballot box. A 
town hearse, from either 
1851 or 1866, is also on dis- 
play. 

Koch said the city is 
working with the Quincy 
Historical Society to fill out 
the exhibition space. Some 
of the items on display will 
be there permanently, while 
others will rotate in and out 
periodically. 

“We’ve got some more 
work to do. in here. We’re 
going to be doing some per- 
manent displays and then 
there will be some rotating 
stuff in and out. Between 
the historical society and 
the city, there is a lot of stuff 
that is in storage and not 
enough room to display,” 
the mayor said. 

“We don’t want to be 
repetitive with what the 
historical society has. This 
tells the story of the city, not 
necessarily from the Adams’ 
viewpoint, but from the city 
viewpoint, The government
